Purpose Of Providing Funds For Refunding By The Issuance Of General Obligation 
Bonds, In The Aggregate Principal Amount Of $60,745,000; Accepting A Proposal; 
Providing For Maturities, Interest Rates And Redemption Features; Covenanting 
To Pay Debt Service; Pledging Full Faith, Credit And Taxing Power For The 
Payment Of The Bonds; Appointing A Sinking Fund Depositary; Establishing A 
Sinking Fund; Appropriating The Bond Proceeds; Ratifying Prior Advertisement 
And Directing Further Advertisement; Authorizing The Payment Of Expenses; 
Ratifying The Preliminary Official Statement; Authorizing Approval Of The Final 
Official Statement; Adopting A Form Of Bond; Authorizing An Escrow Agreement; 
Calling Bonds For Redemption; Authorizing The Purchase Of A Policy Of Municipal 
Bond Insurance; And Repealing Inconsistent Resolutions. 


WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania (the "City”). has previously 
issued its General Obligation Bonds, Series of 1989, $55,545,000 of which are 
presently outstanding (the "Prior Bonds"); and 


WHEREAS, the City desires to refund all of the outstanding Prior Bonds (the 
"Refunding Project")’ and 
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WHEREAS, the City desires to fund its Refunding Project by the issuance of 
its Genera] Obligation Bonds, Series of 1993A (the "Bonds"); and 


WHEREAS, the City intends to issue the Bonds in accordance with the terms 
of this Resolution and the Local Government Unit Debt Act, Act of July 12, 
1972, P.L. 781, No. 185, as amended and reenacted by Act No. 78-52, P.L. 124, 
as amended (the "Debt Act"), to pay the costs of the Refunding Project; and 


WHEREAS, Lazard Freres & Co.; WR Lazard, Laidlaw & Mead, Inc.; and Mellon 
Bank, N.A., (collectively, the "Purchaser") have presented to the City a 
proposal (the “Proposal") for the purchase of the Bonds. 


NOW, THEREFORE, be and it hereby is resolved by the City Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh that: 


SECTION 1. Approval of Private Sale and Acceptance of Proposal. 


After considering the advantages and disadvantages of a public sale of the 
Bonds, the City Council hereby determines that a private sale by negotiation is 
in the best financial interest of the City. The Proposal presented to this 
meeting by the Purchaser is hereby accepted. The Bonds are hereby awarded to 
the Purchaser at a negotiated sale at the price stated on Schedule A which is 
attached hereto and incorporated herein by reference as if set out here at 
length. The proper officers and officials are hereby authorized and directed 
to execute and deliver an acceptance of the Proposal to the Purchaser. One 
counterpart of the Proposal shall be filed with the records of the City. 


SECTION 2. Incurrence of Indebtedness. 


For the purpose of providing funds for and toward the payment of costs, as 
such term is used in the Debt Act, of the Refunding Project, the incurring of 
nonelectoral debt by the City in the amount of $60,745,000 is hereby 
authorized. Such debt shall be evidenced by a series of general obligation 
bonds of the City, in the aggregate principal amount of $60,745,000, designated 
"City of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, General Obligation Bonds, Series of 1993A". 


SECTION 3. Maturity and Interest Rates. 


The Bonds shall bear interest at the rates and mature as set out on 
Schedule A. 


SECTION 4. The Project. 


The City hereby undertakes as a project the Refunding Project. The 
description of the Refunding Project contained in the recitals to this 
Resolution is hereby incorporated into this Section by reference as if set out 
at length. 


SECTION 5. Appointment of Paying Agent, Registrar and Sinking Fund 
Depositary. 


The City Treasurer shall act as and is hereby appointed Paying Agent (the 
"Paying Agent") and Registrar (the "Registrar") for the Bonds. Mellon Bank, 
N.A., is hereby appointed Sinking Fund Depositary (the “Sinking Fund 
Depositary") for the Series of 1993A Bonds Sinking Fund created hereby. The 
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Director of Finance is hereby authorized, to the extent required to contract 
with Mellon Bank, N.A., Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, for its services as Sinking 
Fund Depositary at such initial and annual charges as shall be appropriate and 
reasonable for such services. The obligations and duties of the Sinking Fund 
Depositary are described in the Resolution and the Sinking Fund Depositary is 
responsible only for the obligations and duties which are set forth herein. 
The Sinking Fund Depositary is liable only for those damages caused by its 
gross negligence or willful misconduct. The City may, by Resolution, from time 
to time appoint a successor Paying Agent, Sinking Fund Depositary or Registrar 
to fill a vacancy or for any other reason. 


SECTION 6. Form of Bond, Interest Payment Dates and Record Dates. 


(a) General. (i) The Bonds shall be issued in fully registered form 
without coupons and shall be numbered in such manner as may be satisfactory to 
the City and the Paying Agent. Pursuant to recommendations promulgated by the 
Committee on Uniform Security Identification Procedures, "CUSIP" numbers may be 
printed on the Bonds. Each Bond shall be dated as the date of its 
authentication. The Bonds shall be issued in denominations of $5,000 or any 
whole multiple thereof. 


(ii) The Bonds shall bear interest payable initially on March l, 
1994, and on each March 1 and September 1 (each, an "Interest Payment Date") 
thereafter, from the Interest Payment Date, as the case may be, next preceding 
the date of such Bond to which interest has been paid, unless the date of such 
Bond is a date to which interest has been so paid, in which case from the date 
of such Bond, or unless the date of such Bond is prior to February 16, 1994, 
and if no interest has been paid thereon, from the dated date shown on Schedule 
A. 


(iii) Amy Registered Owner of at least $1,000,000 principal amount of 
the Bonds may, by written request to the Paying Agent at least five (5) days 
before the first payment date for which such request is made, request that 
interest or principal be paid by wire transfer to such account as may be 
specified in such written request, provided that principal will be paid only 
upon presentment of the Bond. 


(b) Record Date. The term “Regular Record Date" with respect to any 
Interest Payment Date shall mean the February 15 or August 15 immediately 
preceding such interest Payment Date. The person in whose name any Bond is 
registered at the close of business on any Regular Record Date with respect to 
any Interest Payment Date shall be entitled to receive the interest payable on 
such Interest Payment Date notwithstanding the cancellation of such Bond upon 
any transfer or exchange thereof subsequent to such Regular Record Date and 
prior to such Interest Payment Date, except if and to the extent that the City 
defaults in the payment of the interest due on such Interest Payment Date, in 
which case such defaulted interest shall be paid to the persons in whose names 
outstanding Bonds are registered at the close of business on a Special Record 
Date established by the Paying Agent. notice of which shall have been mailed to 
all Registered Owners of Bonds not less than ten (10) days prior to such date. 


(c) Full Book Entry System 


(i) The Bonds shall be issued in the form of one fully registered 
Bond for the aggregate principal amount of the Bonds of each maturity, which 
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Bonds shall be registered in the mame of Cede & Co., as nominee of The 
Depository Trust Company, New York, New York ("DTC"). Except as provided in 
paragraph (vii) below, all of the Bonds shall be registered in the name of Cede 
& Co., as nominee of DTC: provided that if DTC shall request that the Bonds be 
registered in the name of a different nominee, the Paying Agent shall exchange 
all or any portion of the bonds for an equal aggregate principal amount of 
Bonds registered in the name of such nominee or nominees of DTC. No person 
other than DTC or its nominee shall be entitled to receive from the City or the 
paying Agent either a Bond or any other evidence of ownership of the Bonds, or 
any right to receive any payment in respect thereof unless DTC or its nominee 
shall transfer record ownership all or any portions of the Bonds on the Bond 
Register (as such term is defined in Section 7 thereof), in connection with 
discontinuing the book entry system as provided in paragraph (vii) below or 
otherwise. 


(ii) So long as the Bonds or any portion thereof are registered in 
the name of of DTC or any nominee thereof, all payments of the principal or 
redemption price of or interest on such Bonds shall be made to DTC or its 
nominee in immediately available funds on the dates provided for such payments 
in this Resolution. Each such payment to DTC or its nominee shall be valid and 
effective to discharge fully all liability of the City or the Paying Agent with 
respect to the principal or or redemption price of or interest on the Bonds to 
the extent of the sum or sums so paid. In the event of the redemption of less 
than all of the Bonds outstanding of any maturity, the Paying Agent shall not 
require surrender by DTC or its nominee of the Bonds so redeemed, but DTC (or 
its nominee) may retain such Bonds and make an appropriate notation on the Bond 
certificate as to the amount of such partial redemption; provided that DTC 
shall deliver to the Paying Agent, upon request, a written confirmation of such 
partial redemption and thereafter the records maintained by the Paying Agent 
shall be conclusive as to the amount of the Bonds of such maturity which have 
been redeemed. 


(iii) The City and the Paying Agent may treat DTC (or its nominee) as 
the sole and exclusive owner of the Bonds registered in its name for the 
purposes of payment of the principal or redemption price of or interest on the 
Bonds, selecting the Bonds or portions thereof to be redeemed, giving any 
notice permitted or required to be given to Registered Owners under this 
Resolution, registering the transfer of Bonds, obtaining any consent or other 
action to be taken by Registered Owners and for all other purposes whatsoever; 
and neither the City nor the Paying Agent shall be affected by any notice to 
the contrary. Neither the City nor the Paying Agent shall have any 
responsibility or obligation to any participant in DTC, any person claiming a 
beneficial ownership interest in the Bonds ‘under or through DTC or any such 
participant, or any other person which is not shown on the Register as being 
Registered Owner, with respect to either: (1) the Bonds; or (2) the accuracy 
of any records maintained by DTC or any such participant; or (3) the payment by 
DTC or any such participant of any amount in respect of the principal or 
redemption price of or interest on the Bonds; or (4) any notice which is 
permitted or required to be given to Registered Owners under this Resolution: 
or (5) the selection by DTC or any such participant of any person to receive 
payment in the event of a partial redemption of the Bonds; or (6) any consent 
given or other action taken by DTC as Registered Owner. 


(iv) So long as the Bonds or any portion thereof are registered in 
the name of DTC or any nominee thereof, all notices required or permitted to be 
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given to the Registered Owners under this Resolution shall be given to DTC as 
provided in the representation letter to be delivered to DTC, in form and 
content satisfactory to DTC and the City, which the Director of Finance is 
hereby authorized to execute. 


(v) In connection with any notice or other communication to be 
provided to Registered Owners pursuant to this Resolution by the City or the 
Paying Agent with respect to any consent or other action to be taken by 
Registered Owners, DTC shall consider the date of receipt of notice requesting 
such consent or other action as the record date for such consent or other 
action, provided that the City or the Paying Agent may establish a special 
record date for such consent or other action. The City or the Paying Agent 
shall give DTC notice of such special record date not less than fifteen (15) 
calendar days in advance of such special record date to the extent possible. 


(vi) Any successor Paying Agent shall, in its written acceptance of 
its duties under this Resolution, agree to take any actions necessary from time 
to time to comply with the requirements of the representation letter. 


(vii) The book-entry system for registration of the ownership of the 
Bonds may be discontinued at any time if either: (1) after notice to the City 
and the Paying Agent, DTC determines to resign as securities depository for the 
Bonds; or (2) after notice to DTC and the Paying Agent, the City determines 
that a continuation of the system of book-entry transfers through DTC (or 
through a successor securities depository is not in the best interest of the 
City. In either of such events (unless in the case described in clause (2) 
above, the City appoints a successor securities depository), the Bonds shall be 
delivered in registered certificate form to such persons, and in such 
maturities and principal amounts, as may be designated by DTC, but without any 
liability on the part of the City or the Paying Agent for the accuracy of such 
designation. Whenever DTC request the City and the Paying Agent to do so, the 
City and the Paying Agent shall cooperate with DTC in taking appropriate action 
after reasonable notice to arrange for another securities depository to 
maintain custody of certificates evidencing the Bonds. 


SECTION 7. Bond Register, Registrations and Transfer. 


The City shall cause to be kept at the office of the City Treasurer or at 
the principal corporate trust office of any Paying Agent other than the City a 
register ("Bond Register") in which, subject to such reasonable regulations as 
it may prescribe, the City shall provide for the registration of Bonds and the 
registration of transfers and exchange of Bonds. No transfer or exchange of 
any Bond shall be valid unless made at such office and registered in the Bond 
Register. 


Upon surrender of any Bond for registration of transfer, the City shall 
execute and the Paying Agent shall authenticate and deliver in the name of the 
transferee or transferees, a new Bond or Bonds of any authorized denomination, 
of the same interest rate and maturity, and in the same aggregate principal 
amount as the Bond so surrendered. 


Any Bond shall be exchangeable for other Bonds of the same maturity and 
interest rate in any authorized denomination, in an aggregate principal amount 
equal to the principal amount of the Bond or Bonds presented for exchange. 
Upon surrender of any Bond for exchange, the City shall execute and the Paying

Agent shall authenticate and deliver in exchange therefor the Bond or Bonds 
which the owner making the exchange shall be entitled to receive. 


Each Bond issued upon any registration of transfer or exchange shall be a 
valid obligation of the City, evidencing the same debt and entitled to the same 
benefits under this Resolution as the Bond surrendered for such registration of 
transfer or exchange. 


Every Bond presented or surrendered for registration of transfer or 
exchange shall be duly endorsed, or be accompanied by a written instrument of 
transfer, in form and with guaranty of signature satisfactory to the City and 
the Registrar, duly executed by the Registered owner thereof or his duly 
authorized agent or legal representative. 


No service charge shall be made for any transfer or exchange of any Bond, 
but the City may require payment of a sum sufficient to cover any tax or other 
governmental charge that may be imposed in connection with any transfer or 
exchange of Bonds. 


The City shall not be required to: (a) issue, or register the transfer or 
exchange of, any Bond during a period of fifteen (15) business days before any 
date of selection of Bonds to be redeemed; or (b) register the transfer or 
exchange of any Bond after it has been selected for redemption. 


SECTION 8. Execution and Authentication. 





The Bonds shall be executed on behalf of the City by the Mayor, and shall 
have the corporate seal of the City or a facsimile thereof affixed thereto, 
duly attested by the Director of Finance and countersigned by the City 
Controller and said officers are hereby authorized and directed to execute the 
Bonds. The Bonds shall be authenticated by the manual execution of the 
Certificate of Authentication by the City Treasurer or by a duly authorized 
officer of the Paying Agent if the City is not the Paying Agent. No Bond shall 
be valid until such Certificate of Authentication shall have been duly executed 
and such authentication shall be conclusive and the only proof that any Bond 
has been issued pursuant to this Resolution and is entitled to any benefits 
conferred thereon under the provisions of this Resolution. To the extent that 
any one signature on a Bond (including the signature of the officer of the 
Paying Agent) is manual, all other signatures may be by facsimile. The 
Director of Finance is hereby authorized and directed to deliver the Bonds to 
the Purchaser and receive payment therefor on behalf of the City after sale of 
the same in the manner required by law and this Resolution. 


SECTION 9. General Obligation Covenant. 


The Bonds are hereby declared to be general obligations of the City. The 
City hereby covenants with the Registered Owners from time to time of the Bonds 
outstanding pursuant to the Resolution that it will include the amount of the 
debt service as specified in this Section on the Bonds for each fiscal year in 
which such sums are payable, in its budget for that year, will appropriate such 
amounts for such payments and will duly and punctually pay or cause to be paid 
the principal of the Bonds and the interest thereon the dates, at the places 
and in the manner stated therein, according to the true intent and meaning 
thereof, and for such budgeting, appropriation and payment, the City does 
hereby pledge its full faith, credit and taxing power. The amount of the debt 
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service which the City hereby covenants to pay on the Bonds in each year is 
shown on Schedule B which is attached hereto and incorporated herein by 
reference as if set out here at length. 


As provided in the Debt Act, the foregoing covenants are specifically 
enforceable. 


SECTION 10. Redemption. 
(a) The Bonds are not subject to optional redemption prior to maturity. 


(b) Mandatory. The Bonds are subject to mandatory redemption on the dates 
(each, a "Mandatory Redemption Date") and in the amounts shown on Schedule C. 
The City covenants to cause the Bonds to be redeemed on the Mandatory 
Redemption Dates and in the amounts shown on Schedule C, subject to its right 
which is reserved in Section 11, to satisfy that obligation by delivering Bonds 
subject to mandatory redemption to the Paying Agent or Sinking Fund Depositary 
no later than forty-five (45) days before any Mandatory Redemption Date, for 
cancellation. 


(c) Notice. Notice of any redemption shall be given by mailing a notice 
of redemption by first class mail, postage prepaid, not less than thirty (30) 
nor more than sixty (60) days prior to the redemption date to the Registered 
Owners of Bonds to be redeemed at the addresses which appear in the Bond 
Register, provided, however, that neither failure to mail such notice nor any 
defect in the notice so mailed or in the mailing thereof with respect to any 
one Bond shall affect the validity of the proceedings for the redemption of any 
other Bond. If the City shall have duly given notice of redemption and shall 
have deposited with the Sinking Fund Depositary funds for the payment of the 
redemption price of the Bonds so called for redemption, with accrued interest 
thereon to the date fixed for redemption, interest on such Bonds shall cease to 
accrue after such redemption date. 


(d) CUSIP Numbers. Notices of redemption shall contain the applicable 
CUSIP numbers pertaining to the Bonds called for redemption (if then generally 
in use), and shall also contain the serial identification numbers printed on 
the Bonds. 


(e) Selection by Lot. If less than all Bonds maturing on any one date are 
to be redeemed at any time, the Paying Agent shall select by lot the Bonds to 
be redeemed at such time. 


(£) Portions of Bonds. Any portion of any Bond of a denomination Larger 
than $5,000 may be redeemed, but only in the principal amount of $5,000 or any 
integral multiple thereof. Prior to selecting Bonds for redemption, the Paying 
Agent shall assign numbers to each $5,000 portion of any Bond of a denomination 
larger than $5,000 and shall treat each portion as a separate Bond in the 
denomination of $5,000 for purposes of selection for redemption. Upon 
surrender of any Bond for redemption of a portion thereof. the City Treasurer 
or other Paying Agent shall authenticate and deliver to the Registered Owner 
thereof a new Bond or Bonds of the same maturity and in any authorized 
denominations requested by the Registered Owner in an aggregate principal 
amount equal to the unredeemed portion of the Bond surrendered. 
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SECTION 11. Sinking Fund. 


(a) Deposit. There is hereby established a sinking fund to be known as 
City of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania Series of 1993A Bonds Sinking Fund (the 
"Series of 1993A Bonds Sinking Fund") into which the City covenants to deposit, 
and into which the Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to deposit (i) 
on or before March 1, 1994, and on or before each Interest Payment Date 
thereafter to and including the last date shown on Schedule B, amounts 
sufficient to pay the interest due on such dates on the Bonds then outstanding, 
and (ii) on or before September 1, 1994, and on or before each September 1 
thereafter to and including the final maturity date shown on Schedule B, 
amounts sufficient to pay the principal of the Bonds due on each such date at 
maturity or pursuant to the mandatory redemption requirements hereof. Should 
the amounts covenanted to be paid into the Series of 1993A Bonds Sinking Fund 
be, at any time, in excess of the net amounts required at such time for the 
payment of interest and principal, whether by reason of funds already on 
deposit in the Series of 1993A Bonds Sinking fund or by reason of the purchase 
or redemption of Bonds, or for some similar reason, the amounts covenanted to 
be paid may be reduced to the extent of the excess. 


(b) Credit for Bonds Delivered. The City may satisfy any part of its 
obligations with respect to clause (a)(ii) by delivering to the Sinking Fund 
Depositary, for cancellation, Bonds maturing or subject to mandatory redemption 
on the date on which such deposit is required. The City shall receive credit 
against such deposit for the face amount of the Bonds so delivered, provided 
that such Bonds are delivered to and received by the Sinking Fund Depositary 
(i) on or before the maturity date of the Bonds for which credit is requested, 
in case of a deposit required for the payment of Bonds at maturity, or (ii) in 
the case of a deposit required to be made on a Mandatory Redemption Date, no 
later than forty-five (45) days prior to the Mandatory Redemption Date for 
which credit is requested. 


(c) Application of Funds. All sums in the Series of 1993A Bonds Sinking 
Fund shall be applied exclusively to the payment of debt service covenanted to 
be paid by Section 9 hereof as the same from time to time become due and 
payable and the balance of said moneys over and above the sum so required shall 
remain in the Series of 1993A Bonds Sinking Fund, to be applied to the 
reduction of future required deposits. The Series of 1993A Bonds Sinking Fund 
shall be kept as a separate account at the principal corporate trust office of 
the Sinking Fund Depositary. The Sinking Fund Depositary, without further 
authorization other than as herein contained, shall transfer the moneys in the 
Series of 1993A Bonds Sinking Fund to the Paying Agent, the Paying Agent shall 
pay the interest on the Bonds as and when due to the Registered Owners on the 
appropriate Record Date and the principal, as and when the same shall become 
due, to the Registered Owners thereof, upon presentation and surrender. 


SECTION 12. Disposition of Proceeds. 


All moneys derived from the sale of the Bonds shall be deposited in the 
Escrow Fund described in Section 20 hereof or to the City’s Bond Fund and shall 
be and hereby are appropriated substantially to payment of the cost of the 
Refunding Project, including but not limited to, payment of the costs and 
expenses of preparing, issuing and marketing the Bonds, and the payment of 
interest on the Bonds from the dated date shown on Schedule A, to the date of 
delivery and shall not be used for any other purposes, except as to any 
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insubstantial amounts of money which may remain after fulfilling the purposes 
set forth herein, which minor amounts of remaining moneys shall promptly upon 
their determination be deposited in the Series of 1993A Bonds Sinking Fund and 
used for the payment of interest on the Bonds. 


SECTION 13. Cost and Realistic Useful Life. 


Reasonable cost estimates have been obtained for the Refunding Project with 
the assistance of architects, engineers, financial advisors and other persons 
qualified by experience. The cost of the Refunding Project is at least equal 
to the principal amount of the Bonds and the useful life of the projects 
underlying the Refunding Project extends from the date of adoption of this 
Resolution to the final maturity date of the Bonds. 


Therefore, the maturities of the Bonds are in accordance with Section 602 
and 1103 of the Debt Act. 


SECTION 14. Internal Revenue Code Covenants. 


(a) General. The City hereby covenants with the Registered Owners, from 
time to time, of the Bonds that no part of the proceeds of the Bonds will be 
used, at any time, directly or indirectly, in a manner which, if such use had 
been reasonably expected on the date of issuance of the Bonds, would have 
caused the Bonds to be arbitrage bonds within the meaning of Section 148 of the 
Internal Revenue Code of 1986 ("Code") and the Regulations thereunder proposed 
or in effect at the time of such use and applicable to the Bonds, and that it 
will comply with the requirements of that section and the Regulations 
throughout the term of the Bonds. 


(b) Rebate. The City covenants that it will rebate to the U.S. Treasury, 
at the times, in the manner and to the extent required by the Code, all 
investment income derived from the investment of the proceeds of the Bonds in 
an amount which exceeds the amount which would have been derived from the 
investment of the proceeds of the Bonds at a yield not in excess of the yield 
on the Bonds. 


(c) Filing. The City will file IRS Form 8038-G and any other forms or 
information required by the Code to be filed in order to permit the interest on 
the Bonds to be excluded from gross income tax for federal income tax purposes. 


SECTION 15. Advertising. 


The action of the officers of the City in advertising a summary of this 
Resolution, as required by law, is ratified and confirmed. The officers of the 
City or any of them, are authorized and directed to advertise a notice of 
adoption of this Resolution in a newspaper of general circulation in the City 
within fifteen (15) days after final adoption. The City Clerk is hereby 
directed to make a copy of this Resolution available for inspection by any 
citizen during normal office hours. 


SECTION 16. Appointment of Bond Counsel. 


The City hereby appoints King, Abrams and Burney as Bond Counsel, for the 
purpose of rendering any and all necessary opinions with respect to the Bonds. 
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SECTION 17. Filing with Department of Community Affairs. 


The City Clerk is hereby authorized and directed to prepare, verify and 
file with the Department of Community Affairs, in accordance with the Debt Act, 
a transcript of the proceedings relating to the issuance of the Bonds including 
the Debt Statement and Borrowing Base Certificate required by Section 410 of 
the Debt Act (which the City Controller is requested to prepare), and to take 
other necessary action, and to prepare and file all necessary documents with 
the Department of Community Affairs including, if necessary or desirable, any 
statements required to exclude any portion of the debt evidenced by the Bonds 
from the appropriate debt limint as self-liquidating or subsidized debt. 


SECTION 18. General Authorization. 


The officers and officials of the City are hereby authorized and directed 
to execute and deliver such other documents and to take such other action as 
may be necessary or appropriate in order to effect the execution, issuance, 
sale and delivery of the Bonds, all in accordance with this Resolution. 


SECTION 19. Official Statements. 


The Preliminary Official Statement prepared with respect to the Bonds is 
hereby approved. The Director of Finance and the City Controller are hereby 
authorized to execute and approve a Final Official Statement relating to the 
Bonds provided that the Final Official Statement shall have been approved by 
the City Solicitor. The distribution of the Preliminary Official Statement is 
hereby ratified and the Purchaser is hereby authorized to use the Preliminary 
and the Final Official Statements in connection with the sale of the Bonds. 


SECTION 20. Escrow Account. 


(a) The net proceeds of the Bonds shall be depostied to the credit of the 
Escrow Fund. The Escrow Agent shall invest the proceeds in the investments 
required by the Escrow Agreement and shall disburse any amounts not required 
for the defeasance of the Prior Bonds to the City. 


(b) The Escrow Agreement (the “Escrow Agreement”) between the City and 
Mellon Bank, N.A., or, at the option of the City, the Sinking Fund Depositary 
for the Prior Bonds, as Escrow Agent (the “Escrow Agent") presented to this 
meeting is hereby approved and the Mayor, the Controller and the Director of 
the Department of Finance are hereby authorized to execute that agreement with 
such changes therein as they may approve, such approval to be conclusively 
evidenced by their execution thereof, and the City Clerk is authorized to affix 
the seal of the City thereto and to attest the same and any officer is 
authorized to deliver that agreement to the Escrow Agent. The City shall cause 
the Escrow Agent to create under the Escrow Agreement a special fund to be 
known as and referred to herein as the "Escrow Fund" and which shall be used 
for the payment and redemption of the Prior Bonds to the extent set out in the 
Escrow Agreement. 


(c) The City hereby authorizes and directs the Director of Finance or the 
Treasurer or the Purchaser or the Escrow Agent or their respective 
representatives, to subscribe, on behalf of, and as agent for, the City, for 
United States Treasury Certificates of Indebtedness, Notes and Bonds--State and 
Local Government Series, or any other direct obligation of the United States of 
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America, or any appropriate combination of the above, all in accordance with 
Escrow Agreement. 


(d) The Director of Finance is hereby authorized to execute and deliver 
written directions to one of the above-named persons and/or the Purchaser to 
purchase said obligations of the United States on behalf of the City. 


(e) The above-named persons and/or the Purchaser are hereby authorized to 
certify and deliver a copy of this Resolution upon subscription of the 
above-mentioned securities and/or to deliver a copy hereof certified by the 
City Clerk, upon subscription for the above-mentioned securities, or 
thereafter. 


SECTION 21. Payment of Expenses. 


All expenses incurred in connection with issuance of the Bonds shall be 
paid out of the proceeds derived from the issuance of the Bonds and the proper 
officers and officials are authorized to sign and deliver requests for payment 
of such expenses as shown on Schedule D. 


SECTION 22. Purchase of Insurance. 


The City hereby accepts the commitment of AMBAC Indemnity Corporation (the 
"Bond Insurer”) to issue a Municipal Bond Insurance Policy insuring the Bonds 
and directs that the appropriate premium be promptly paid at the settlement of 
the sale of the Bonds. A legend indicating the existence of such a policy 
shall be printed on the Bonds in the form required by the Bond Insurer. In 
order to have accrued interest paid by the Purchaser excluded from the 
calculation of the premium, the City agrees to cause the amount paid as accrued 
interest to be invested, to the extent required by the Bond Insurer, in direct 
obligations of the United States of America and maintained in the Series of 
1993A Bonds Sinking Fund until applied to the first interest payment on the 
Bonds. All terms and conditions required by the commitment to be incorporated 
into this Resolution are incorporated herein by reference as if set out in 
full. This Resolution may not be amended without the written consent of the 
Bond Insurer. 


SECTION 23. Authorization of Officers. 





Any authorization granted to, power conferred on, or direction given to the 
City Clerk, the Director of Finance, the City Controller or any other officers 
or official, shall be deemed to run to the Deputy City Clerk, Deputy Finance 
Director or Deputy City Controller, or any assistant or deputy officer, 
respectively, as if such latter titles had been expressly included in the text 
hereof which grants such authorization, confers such power or gives such 
direction. 


SECTION 24. Redemption of the Prior Bonds 
The City hereby calls the Prior Bonds for redemption on the dates and in 


the amounts shown on Schedule E and directs the Escrow Agent to give 
appropriate notice of redemption thereof. 
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SECTION 25. Bond Form. 
The form of Bonds shall be substantially as follows:

FOLLOWS : 


SECTION 1. The City hereby determines to incur lease rental 
debt in the maximum principal amount of $16,500,000, to pay the 
cost of the 1993 Refunding Project. 


SECTION 2. The City shall enter into the Guaranty, 
substantially in the form attached hereto as Exhibit A, under the 
terms and provisions of which the City will provide, 
unconditionally, for the benefit of registered owners, from time to 
time, of the 1993 Bonds, full and prompt payment of the principal 
of, the premium, if any, and interest on the 1993 Bonds, as such 
shall be due and payable. The Guaranty will be for the life of the 
1993 Bonds and will set forth terms, conditions, provisions, 
covenants and agreements to be observed by the City and the 
Authority. The maximum amount of debt service on the 1993 Bonds 
which the City will pay, as annual grants to the Authority, is set 
forth in Exhibit "B" attached hereto and incorporated herein. The 
useful life of the 1993 Refunding Project is at least thirteen (13) 
years from August 15, 1993. 


SECTION 3. The City covenants and agrees with the registered 
owners, from time to time, of the 1993 Bonds and that the City 
will: (i) include the annual amounts for payment of its 
obligations under the Guaranty for each fiscal year in which such 
sums are payable in its budget for that year; (ii) appropriate such 
amounts from its tax and other general revenues for the payment of 
such amounts; and (iii) duly and punctually pay or cause to be paid 
from any of its revenues or funds the amounts payable in respect of 
such amounts, at the dates and places and in the manner stated in 
the Guaranty according to the true intent and meaning thereof; and, 
for such budgeting, appropriation and payment, the City pledges its 
full faith, credit and taxing power. This covenants shall be 
enforceable specifically. The maximum amount which the City 
covenants to pay in each year is shown on Exhibit B to this 
Resolution. 
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SECTION 4. The Guaranty, in the form attached hereto as 
Exhibit A, is hereby approved. 


SECTION 5. The City Clerk is hereby authorized and directed to 
prepare, verify and file with the Department of Community Affairs, 
in accordance with the Debt Act, a transcript of the proceedings 
relating to the Guaranty including the Debt Statement and Borrowing 
Base Certificate required by Section 410 of the Debt Act (which the 
City Controller is requested to prepare), and to take other 
necessary action, and to prepare and file all necessary documents 
with the Department of Community Affairs. 


SECTION 6. The Mayor and the City Clerk are authorized and 
directed to execute, to attest and to deliver the Guaranty, on 
behalf of the City, substantially in the form approved in Section 4 
hereof. 


SECTION 7. The City Clerk or other proper officer of the City 
is authorized and directed to apply to the Department of Community 
Affairs of the Commonwealth for approval to incur the lease rental 
debt evidenced by the Guaranty, as required by Section 411 of the 
Debt Act; and, in connection with such application, the City shall 
pay or shall cause to be paid the filing fee as required by the 
Debt Act. 


SECTION 8. The proper officers of the City are authorized to 
take other required, necessary and/or appropriate action including, 
if necessary and/or appropriate, the preparation and filing of any 
statements required by the Debt Act that are necessary to qualify 
all or a portion of the debt of the City that is subject to 
exclusion from the appropriate debt limits of the City for 
exclusion from the appropriate debt limits. 


SECTION 9. The obligations of the City as set forth in the 
Guaranty shall be payable in the manner and at the times set forth 
in such Guaranty from the tax and other general revenues of the 
City. 


SECTION 10. Upon execution and delivery of the Guaranty, the 
City shall cause the amounts payable under the 1986 Guaranty to be 
reduced and the 1986 Guaranty to be terminated to the extent of 
such reduction. 


SECTION 11. The property officers of the City are authorized 
and directed to execute all documents and to do all other acts as 
may be necessary and proper to carry out the intent and purpose of 
this Resolution and the undertaking of the City under the Guaranty. 


SECTION 12. Any authorization granted to, power conferred on, 
or direction given to the Mayor, the City Clerk, the City 
Controller or any other officer or official, shall be deemed to run 
to the Deputy Mayor, the Deputy City Clerk or Deputy City 
Controller, or any assistant or deputy Officer, respectively, as if 
such latter titles had been expressly included in the text hereof 
which grants such authorization, confers such power or gives such 
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direction. 


SECTION 13. This Resolution shall become effective in 
accordance with provisions of the Debt Act. 


SECTION 14. In the event any provision, section, sentence, 
clause or part of this Resolution shall be held to be invalid, such 
invalidity shall not affect or impair any remaining provision, 
section, sentence, clause or part of this Resolution, it being the 
intent of the City that such remainder shall be and shall remain in 
full force and effect. 
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GUARANTY AGREEMENT 


This Guaranty Agreement (the "Guaranty Agreement"), dated as of 
August 15, 1993, by and among the Stadium Authority of the City of 
Pittsburgh (the “Authority"), a body corporate and politic, the 
City of Pittsburgh (the "City"), and PNC Bank, National 
Association, as Paying Agent (the “Paying Agent"), under the 
Authority’s Resolution adopted on August 26, 1993 (the 
"Resolution"). 


WITNESSETH: 


WHEREAS, the Authority has been organized by the City, pursuant 
to the Public Auditorium Authorities Law, approved July 29, 1953, 
P.L. 1034, as amended and supplemented (the "Auditorium Authorities 
Law") of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, to acquire, hold, 
construct, improve, maintain and operate, own and lease, either in 
the capacity of lessor or lessee, any structure appropriate for 
large public assemblies, the holding of conventions, sporting 
tournaments, athletic contests and exhibitions, musical and 
dramatic performances and other business, social, cultural, 
scientific and recreational events and all facilities necessary or 
incident thereto, including adequate off-street parking; and 


WHEREAS, the Authority has constructed an all purpose stadium 
(the "Stadium") and related parking facilities in the City and has 
finance the Stadium and certain alterations, additions and repairs 
thereto with the proceeds derived from the sale of bonds secured by 
annual grants made by the City; and 


WHEREAS, on April 15, 1986, the Authority issued its 
$21,000,000, principal amount, Guaranteed Stadium Funding Bonds, 
Series 1986, $17,435,000, principal amount of which are presently 
outstanding (the "1986 Bonds"); and 


WHEREAS, by a Guaranty Agreement dated as of April 1, 1986 (the 
"1986 Guaranty”), the City of Pittsburgh (the "City”) guaranteed 
payment of principal of and interest on the 1986 Bonds; and 


WHEREAS, in order to achieve savings in debt service, the 
Authority has determined to refund § , principal amount, of 
the 1986 Bonds and, in order to provide funds for such refunding, 
has determined to issue its Stadium Authority of the City of 
Pittsburgh, Guaranteed Stadium Refunding Bonds, Series 1993, in the 
principal amount $ 
(the "1993 Bonds"); and 


WHEREAS, by entering into this Guaranty Agreement and partially 
terminating the 1986 Guaranty, the Authority and the City will 
achieve savings in debt service; and 


EXHIBIT A 
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WHEREAS, the City desires to make annual grants (the "Municipal 
Grants”) from current revenues to the Authority to provide for the 
debt service on the 1993 Bonds, and the City desires to enter into 
the Guaranty Agreement to provide for the Municipal Grants; and 


WHEREAS, the 1993 Bonds are being issued and under and pursuant 
to the Auditorium Authorities Law and the Resolution; and 


WHEREAS, Section 4.01 of the Resolution requires the Authority 
to deliver to the Paying Agent, as a condition precedent to the 
authentication by the Paying Agent of the 1993 Bonds, an executed 
counterpart of this Guaranty Agreement; and 


WHEREAS, the Authority and the City have been advised and 
believe that this Guaranty Agreement is desirable in order to 
enable the Authority to carry out the purposes for which it was 
created; 


NOW, THEREFORE, the parties hereto in consideration of the 
agreements, covenants and conditions herein contained, and 
intending to be legally bound, covenant and agree as follows: 


SECTION l. The City hereby guarantees the full and timely 
payment of all principal of and interest on the 1993 Bonds. The 
City hereby consents to the issuance of the 1993 Bonds and 
covenants and agrees to pay to the Authority, or to the Paying 
Agent as assignee of the Authority, as Municipal Grants hereunder, 
an amount in each year equal to the annual debt’ service 
requirements on the 1993 Bonds on each day immediately preceding 
each day when any payment of principal or interest is due, whether 
at maturity or upon earlier redemption, on the 1993 Bonds. The 
amounts of the Municipal Grants payable hereunder are shown on 
Exhibit A which is attached hereto and incorporated herein by 
reference. 


SECTION 2. The Municipal Grants to be made by the City shall 
be payable out of its current revenues on the dates and at the 
places and in the manner specified herein and the City shall 
include such amounts in its budget for the year in which each such 
amount is payable and shall appropriate and pay such amount when 
due. For the purposes of such budgeting, appropriation and 
payment, the City hereby pledges its full faith, credit and taxing 
power. 


SECTION 3. The Municipal Grants payable hereunder shall 
continue to be payable at the times and in the amounts herein 
specified, irrespective of whether or not any or all of the Stadium 
shall have been wholly or partially destroyed, and irrespective of 
the taking of the Stadium or any portion thereof by condemnation or 
otherwise, the lawful or unlawful prohibition of the Authority's 
use thereof, the interference with such use by any public or 
private person or corporation, the sale or lease of such facility, 
or any eviction by paramount title. This agreement shall not 
terminate prior to the expiration of its term, nor shall there be 
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any abatement of or redemption of any Municipal Grant, for any 
cause whatsoever, whether similar or dissimilar to any of the 
foregoing, any present or future law to the contrary 
notwithstanding. The covenants of the City to pay the Municipal 
Grants are and shall be deemed separate andindependent covenants, 
and the City shall have no right of set-off, recoupment or 
counterclaim against the Authority or the Paying Agent as assignee 
of the Authority. 


SECTION 4. The Authority covenants and agrees that it will use 
the proceeds received from the sale of the 1993 Bonds solely to 


provide funds to refund the 1986 Bonds and to pay the costs of) 


issuing the 1993 Bonds. 


SECTION 5. The Authority hereby assigns to the Paying Agent 
all its right, title and interest in and to this Guaranty 
Agreement, and the City hereby consents to such assignment and 
agrees to pay or cause to be paid all Municipal Grants hereunder to 


the Paying Agent in accordance with such assignment. The Paying | 
Agent agrees to deposit such amounts to the Series 1993 Sinking 


Fund established pursuant to the Resolution. 


SECTION 6. The Authority agrees to repay to the City all 
amounts paid by the City pursuant to this Guaranty Agreement. 


SECTION 7. This Guaranty Agreement shall take effect 
immediately upon its execution and delivery by all parties hereto 
and shall continue as long as the 1993 Bonds are Outstanding. 


SECTION 8. This Guaranty Agreement has been authorized on the | 


part of the Authority by Resolution of its Board duly adopted at a 
meeting held on August 26, 1993. 


SECTION 9. This Guaranty Agreement has been authorized on the 
part of the City by Resolution duly adopted by City Council on 
August , 1993, and approved by the Mayor on August “

this disease face every day of 
their lives. The most common 
and disturbing feature of the 
disease is the occurrence of 
pain attacks from the plugging 
of blood vessels. These 
attacks are unpredictable and 
vary 5 9 duration and 
severity. Some pain attacks 
necessitate hospitalization, 
blood transfusions and 
administering pain 
medications.

Disease was first discovered 
in 1910, a cure has not been 
found. Major strides in 
preventing the early deaths of 
children with Sickle Cell 
Disease have occurred in the 
past ten years, with newborns 
who have been diagnosed with 
the disease being given 
penicillin.

Disease affects all aspects of 
the patient’s life. The 
recurrent and unpredictable 
nature of the disease can 
adversely affect both school 
and work performance. Support 
groups for patients’ and 
parents of children with 
Sickle Cell Disease are a 
necessary part of treatment of 
this chronic disease. 


WHEREAS, September has 
been named "National Sickle 
Cell Month" in an effort to 
inform the public about this 
disease which affects over 
25,000 Black Americans.

become due during the fiscal 
year beginning January 1,

1994, and for the payment of 
other liabilities of the City 
due or to become due during 
the fiscal year beginning 
January 1, 1994, and ending 
December S18; 1994, the 
following taxes shall be and 
the same are hereby levied and 
assessed upon all real 
property taxable for State,

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PITTSBURGH HEREBY ENACTS AS 
FOLLOWS : 


SECTION 1. That the 
Pittsburgh Code, Title 
One-Administrative, Article 
XI, Personnel, Chapter 184 
which reads: 


"CHAPTER 184 
Additional Authorization for 
Employment in Bureau of Police 


184.01 Authorization to fill 
without competition 

184.02 Qualifications 

184.03 Recruitment 

184.04 Selection 

184.05 Probation. 


184.01 AUTHORIZATION TO FILL 
WITHOUT COMPETITION. 


Entry level positions in 
the competitive class in the 
Bureau of Police can be filled 
without regard to Section 14 
of the General Civil Service 
Statute when in the 
determination of the Director 
of Public Safety as approved 
by the Civil Service 
Commission conditions 
affecting public safety exist 
which require the appointment 
of certified police officers 
without competition. 

The Commission shall then 
certify individuals to fill 
such positions without 
competition regardless of 
whether or not ae current 


competitive eligibility list 
for police officers is in 
existence. The qualifications 
for such positions shall be 
established by the 
Commission. Such positions 
Shall be in the competitive 
class. 


This provision shall be in 
addition to the provision of 
Section 15 of the General 
Civil Service Statute which 
authorize hiring in the 
competitive class without 
competition. (Act of May 23, 
1907. P.L. 206, as amended. ) 
(Ord. 26-1992. Effective

184.02 QUALIFICATIONS. 


The minimum qualifications 
for police officer positions 
to be filled without 
competition are: 


(a) The applicant shall hold 
current certification as a 
police officer by the 
Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania under the 
Municipal Police Officer 
Education and Training 
Program pursuant to 53 
P.S. Sec. 740, as amended, 
or shall have successfully 
completed Act 120 
qualification training and 
be able to obtain 
municipal police officer 
certification, or shall 
hold current police 
officer certification from 
another state or federal 
agency (including 
military) and be able to 
obtain Pennsylvania 
certification; and 


(b) The applicant shall have 
at least one year of law 
enforcement experience. 
“Law enforcement 
experience" for the

in the safety and/or 
security department of a 


federal, state or local 
governmental entity, 
including a municipal 
authority and_— school 
daeStrirct or its 
equivalent.

184.03 RECRUITMENT. 
At the request of the 


Director of the Department of 
Public Safety, the Civil 
Service Commission shall 
conduct a recruitment to fill 
a requested number of police 
officer positions without 
competition. Upon the close 
of an appropriate period of 
recruitment, those applicants 
who meet the minimum 
qualifications for the 
position shall be certified to 
the Director of Public 
Safety. The certified list 
shall be ranked in 
alphabetical order. (Ord.

184.04 SELECTION. 
Upon receipt of a 


certified list, the Director 
of Public Safety may fill any 


number of vacancies in the 
certified positions by 
selection from among the 
certified applicants on the 
list. The Director should 
rely upon the background 


investigation of the applicant 
including prior employment, 


relevant education, prior 
experience and character, with 
consideration given to the 


specific requirements of the 
Bureau of Police. The 
Director may also rely on

184.05 PROBATION. 


All original appointments 
to the position police officer 


which are filled without 
competition shall be for a 
probationary period of not 
less than ninety days, 


provided, however, a longer 
probationary period may be 
provided for in the collective 


bargaining agreement. If at 
any time during the 
probationary period the 
conduct or capacity of the 
probationer is not 
satisfactory to the Public 
Safety Director, the 


probationer shall be notified 
in writing that he/she shall 
not receive absolute 
appointment whereupon his/her 
employment shall cease, 
otherwise his/her retention in 
the Bureau of Police shall be 


equivalent to appointment.
